This 1 1/2-story, side-gable, rectangular, bungaloid dwelling is typical of 
several variations of the type built in Eastham in the early twentieth century 
and is one &f the best preserved. Elements of the style are expressed more in 
the massing, scale and profile of the house than in its detail. The 3x3- 
bay, main block has been expanded by the addition of a 1-story, gable-roofed 
side ell that wraps the southeast corner* A i'«>l|%0£^, eliMttdf rear entry is 
located on the northeast corner attached to an open, rear porch modified to 
span the distance to the side addition. 

The main entry of a wooden, paneled cottage door with 8- light window above 
2, elongated, rectangular panels is sheltered by a hip-roofed porch with 
exposed rafters and square posts supported by an enclosed rail. Detail is 
limited to end boards and a 2-part, prominently-projecting, boxed cornice. 
Both the facade and rear (east) slopes of the roof are interrupted by long, 
continuous, shed-roofed dormers (4 bays on the facade; 3 bays on the rear). 
Fenestration consists principally of 6/6, <jf^iAj;^lf-^^ sash. The northernmost 
bay of the facade is fitted with a tri-part window with 4/4, sash in the 
side windows. Fenestratipft tH the shed dormers as well as the sidNl, ml^ im 
comprised of 4/1 windows, upper sash consisting of 4, rectangular panes in a 
row sash. This identical treatment suggests the dormers and ell were added 
.J to the house at the same time. Paired, 6/6 windows are utilized on the south 
elevation and on the facade of the side ell. Smaller 6/6, double-hung sash 
windows denote the location of the kitchen on the north elevation. 
Thp chimniiy is Xocnted off center on the ridge line.

Nauset Road was a local loop off King's Highway in the north of Eastham 
built during the Federal Period* By the end of the 1700 's, a windmill was 
located at the west shore of Salt Pond. That mill may be the one moved to 
Eastham Center* On the jL831 map of Eastham, another windmill is indicated 
further north on the west i^ide of Nauset Road. These structures indicate a 
itoveloped agricultural presence at the southern end of Nauset Road. By 1831j 
r||,;^fl»iall hamlet was in place at the junction of Nauset Road and King's Highway 
which included at least one cc^nmercial establishment. A school was also 
located in the neighborhood just south of the windmill. The windmill, which 
had been run by Isaiah Gill and Fre^en H(^j^c^^. was out of operation and 
dismantled by 1865. 

No research, data or house file exists for this property at the Eastham 
Historical Society Archives. The construction date of 1928 assigned to the 
property is taken from a list of historic properties devised by the Easth€UQ 
Historical Society with dates ^pKp^^Si^^d^^^^ assessors' records* Ttia^ppun^
